With twenty cases of malaria 
in the camp hospital, nine of which de- 
veloped yesterda3% the medical officers 
are taking extraordinary precautions to 
prevent a spread of the disease. 
Sick- 
ness in the army is kept at a minimum 
because of the practice of preventative 
methods, one of which is the require- 
ment that every man sleep under a net 
to avoid bites by the malaria-carrying 
mosquitoes. 


The malaria so far is con^ned to the 
Minnesota 
and 
Nebraska 
regiments. 
Only eight men in the Second Indiana 
regiment were foimd to be sleeping with- 
out the protection of nets and in the 
Third Indiana only five men had neg- 
lected to crawl imder the nets. 
In the 
First Indiana, however, it was found 
that 257 men had nojer been issued the 
nets.

Are Crowded. 


New York. September 6.—In twenty 
military camps along the ^lexican bor- 
der, extending; from Brownsville on the 
Gulf to San Diegp on the Pacific, thirty- 
eiiiht big army Y. M. C. A. buildings 
rear themselves above the cities of white 
tents. 
They are the coolest places in 
the camps—screened from flics; dry in 
the heavy rains; well lighted at night; 
comfortable and home-like. 
The build- 
ings Are centers which the men appre- 
ciate so greatly that their facilities are 
used to the ..utmost during leisure from 
camp work and drill and tlu-oughout the 
evening hours until the bugles soimd 
taps. 


All day long the graphophone whirls 
out music. 
In tho evening groups of 
soldiers put on the records of popular 
songs and their voices ring out into the 
Texas night in rollicking choruses. And 
they like to sing hymns too. 
If there 
is no record for what they want, some 


fellow who can play sits at the little 
folding organ and leads in the grand old 
hymns of the church or the faster meas- 
ures of one of the Bifly Sunday collec- 
tion. 
Some of the more opulent branch 
associations have a piano, rented by the 
month, and this is rarely silent. 


Club Houses of the Men. 


Reports to the national headquarters 
of the Army Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation, 124 East 28th street, from 
the 150 secretaries in charge of 
the 
buildings, say they are crowded with 
troops night and day. 
In fact, th^ sim- 
ple frame structures are looked upon as 
the club houses of the men and are be- 
ing used continually as the centers of 
the social and recreative life of 
the 
camps. 
At the same time, a weekly 
program of religious work is carried oui 
and clean living is tactfully but vigor- 
ously urged as tho standard for sol- 
diers of the United States. 


The Tvork is 
thoroughly 
organized 
and its efficiency and 
widespread 
in- 
fluence for good arc highly praised by 
Cieneral Fimston and the commanding 
officers associated with him. 
Secretary 
Baker, of the war department, and Gen- 
eral Scott, chief of the general staff, re- 
cently wrote letters 
commending 
tho 
association's work in helping to preserve 
the morale of the camps. 


"Write Home," Reads a Sign. 


From the opening day of each build- 
ing, writing paper 
by 
the 
thousand 
sheets has been given out at the secre- 
taries' counter and letters by the bushel 
are daily sent homeward. 
In 
every 


building is the sign—"Write Home," a 
reminder to many thoughtless and carc-' 
less young men. 
U|) to the end of Au- 
gust the consumption of writing paper 
averaged about 75,000 sheets a day. 


Forty tons of magazines and other 
reading matter were sent to the Asso- 
«•iation buildings on the border between 
July 1st and September 1st, and there 
were many individual shipments from 
soldiers' relatives and friends. 
When 
the soldiers are not writing letters or 
listening to the graphophone, they ar« 
reading. 
Domino and checker tourna- 
menta are going all the time with full 
entries.

Lifting the Quarantine 


The decision,of the city and county boards of health to lift the 
quarantine M'hicli had been imposed by reasoji of the presejicc of in- 
fantile paralysis in Fort Wayne next Saturday, and to permit the 
opening of schools on Monday will be most gladly received, but a 
source of infinitely greater satisfaction is found in the situation which 
apparently renders the relaxation of the rules safely justiiied. 
Unless 
there shall in the meantime develop contingencies which make it in- 
Bdvisable, the young folk will be permitted, on {Saturday, to reeume 
their normal course of activity. They may hold their ]ncnics and their 
parties, they may attend entertainments and religious services, and 
next week may take up school duties which have been delayed a bit 
beyond the usual date because of apparent danger that, with half a 
dozen eases of the child plague developing a few weeks ago in Fort 
.Wayne, there might be a spread of the maladj'- in this city. Happily, 
there have been no new eases, and the elapse of twenty-one days 
>vithout them gives reason to hope that the danger is safely passed. 


The finest manifestatioji througliout this recent emergency has 
fceeii the admirable manner in which the people a(ieepted and heeded 
the edict of the health board. With one iiccord tJio Fort Wayne pub- 
lic showed a wholesome appreeiatioii of tlie necessity for caution. 
AVithout disposition to rebel and witiiout cveii the occasiojial com- 
plaint that might liave been expected from those who sometimes scoff 
at the modernism of the public health aiithorities, tlie Fort Wayne 
public not only accepted and approved the restrictive measures, but 
lent its active co-operation to their enforcoiient. That this has been 
of tremendous assistance the healtJi autiiorities will cheerfully admit, 
for they would have been powerless to deal witli the situation without 
a prompt and effective response on the part of parents and children. 
The public attitude has been admirable. It set about without panic 
and ^without alarm a faithful observance of the prescribed regula- 
tions, with all their restrictions painstakingly obeyed. The situation 
is one of impressive testimony to the vigilance and the efficacy of the 
health department. 
It is another example of excellent results it 
produces in the safeguarding of human lives, even though we have 
been disposed to be niggardly in providing adequate funds for the 
conduct of all its affairs and for the further good it might accomplish 
if it were enabled to develop its activities in a larger way.

Thirteenth Change in Rus- 
sian Council of Ministers 
Since War Began. 


Petrograd, Aug. 15.— {Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The 
recent 
resignation of S, D. Sazonoff, for six 
vparK minister of foreign affairs in Rus- 
sia, and the resignation of A. K. Nau- 
raoff as minister of agriculture, to bo. 
succeeded by CJount Bobrinsky, makes 
tlie nineteenth change in the oouiipil of 
ministers since the beginning of the war, 
and leaves P. L. Bark, minister of finance, 
and L. K. Gregorovitch, minister of ma- 
rine, the Bole surviors of the original 
thirteen members of the cabinet who 
held office in August, ]i)14. 


This record is remarkable in a coun- 
try 
where 
constitutional 
government 
has never developed beyond the embryo, 
where ministerial responsibility, general 
elections, votes of confidence and other 
parliamentary procedures, which lead to 
the overthrow of entire ministries, are 
unknown. 
Before tlie war the average 
tenure of office was long, but during the 
past two years it has been measured by 
months and sometimes by weeks. 
It !h 
also interesting that the frequent resig- 
nations and dismissals have in the main 
borne no relation to party politics and 
that men have been replaced by others 
of the same party affiliations and with- 
out any conspicuous difference in polit- 
ical views. 


In the case of each dismissal there 
has been a complete change in the per- 
sonnel of the department and the min- 
i.stry of finance is the- only one which 
has not been upset by an almost contin- 
uous scries of appointments, dismissals 
and reappointments. 


During the period of the -war, there 
have been two prime ministers, two for- 
eign ministers, three war ministers, and 
five ministers of the interior. 


The ephermeral character of a min- 
isterial post in Russia has provoked con- 
siderable comment, for the most part 
facetious or satirical, in the Russian 
press. "In the morning, when they wake 
up." says a writer in the Russky Slova, 
"all our ministers do the same thing. 
Each one exclaims, 'Thank God! 
I am 
still a minister!"

Sydney, Australia, Aug. 6,—(Corres- 
pondence of 
the 
Associated Press.)— 
Walter B. Griffin, the Chicago architect, 
who is director of construction and de- 
sign for the new Australian capital at 
Canberra, is one of the principal wit- 
nesses in the iiiquiry which the govern- 
ment is making into tlie charges that 
the department of homo affairs has been 
guilty of waste 
of public 
funds and 
ijieptitude in the building of the cap- 
ital, 


W, 0. Archibald, the former minister 
for home affairs, 
who 
instigated the 
charges directed against King O'Malley, 
the present minister, and Mr. Griffin 
testified t ^ t 
when 
Mr, 
Griffin took 
charge at Canberra he had claimed sole 
control of the capital public works and 
that the American threatened a laAv suit 
(in 1914) if he was interfered with in 
what he considered his prerogatives un- 
der his contract 
with 
the Australian 
government. 
Mr. 
Archibald 
testified 
that he gave the American to under- 
stand that the minister of home af- 
fairs was "boss," but that the architect 
would have a "square deal." He denied 
that he had ever referred to Mr. Griffin 
as a "Yankee founder," but declared he 
had caused friction by "rubbing depart- 
mental officers the wrong way." 


When Mr. Griffin took the stand he 
said that he was appointed to carry out 
his own design for the capital and he 
felt if the plah were mutilated it would 
reflect on his reputation. 


Mr. Griffin said: 
"Ten per cent, of 
my time has been devoted to th© con- 
structive effective work contemplated in 
the agreement and_ninety per cent, has 
been frittered away in defensive opera- 
tions." 
The only reason he could give 
why the 
officers <if the 
department 
showed hostility toward him was that 
they 
believed 
they 
were 
competent 
themselves to carry out everything con- 
nected with the capital. 


Mr. Griffin said that since his recent 
reappointment ag director of design and 
construction by Mr. O'Malley his rights 
had been recognized and Mr. O'Malley 
had issued iifstructions that no matters 
at the capital should be initiated with- 
out reference to him.

Three Speakers Argue for 
as Many Methods Before 
Big Convention. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 6—The con- 
stitutional amendment which Susan R. 
Anthony proposed, which would enfran 
chise all the women in the country, i.- 
"by no means necessary to the success*" 
of the cause of equal suffrage, but th? 
campaign ought rather to be conducted 
in the individual states. 
Miss Loxini 
Clay, of Lexington, Ky., today told the 
National American Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation, in convention here. 


Miss Clay spoke as the leader of th" 
"state rights" forces in a three-corncrpd 
debate in which her 
opponents 
were 
Mrs. Raymond 
Brown, of 
New York, 
who advocated continuation of the asso- 
ciation's present policy of campaigning 
I for both federal and state legislation, 
and Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, of Xew 
York, who urged that the state cam- 
paigns be abandoned in favor of .con- 
centrating the fight solely on the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment. 


In arguing that the association shnuW 
confine its activities to state legislation. 
Miss Glay declared 
that 
the 
federal 
amendment 
was 
"usually 
advocated 
chiefly as a means of saving time and 
labor; in a word, a 'short cut' to woman 
suffrage." 


Mrs. Brown's View. 


If the suffragists are to 
win 
their 
fight for votes for women in this coun- 
try both the federal and- state cam- 
paigns must continue unabated, in ac- 
cordance with the present policy of th: 
National American Woman Suffrage as 
sociation, Mrs. Raymond Brown, of Ne\v 
York, declared. 
Only by united action 
directed toward both federal and statr 
legislation may the ultimate objcct be 
attained, she said. 


Describing equal suffrage as "the live 
liest political issue before the public," 
Mrs. Brown alluded to the state cam- 
paigns which have been fought and won, 
resulting in a growing number of men 
being elected to congress by the votes ol" 
women. 


"When the last group of states was 
won in 1913 and 1914 the federal amend- 
ment came into the immediate 
fore- 
ground of national politics," Mrs. Brown 
continued, "and there is no doubt it is 
going to be passed before many years. 
When it has been passed by both house; 
of congress, however, the light has only 
just begiui. 
Not a woman will be en- 
franchised until it is ratified by threa- 
fourths of all the states. 
This mean? 
that it is of the utmost importance t'> 
strengthen our state organizations. 
O."^ 
course we must go on working as haid 
as ever we can to secure the passage of 
the federal amendment, but at the same 
time we mu."«t try to win new states and 
to prepare the states for ratification. 
We must go on working inside the sep- 
arate states, building up state organiza- 
tions, and we must win more suffrage 
states." 


Mrs. Brown held that in biulding up 
state 
organizations, 
working 
in 
oou- 
gressional districts was not sufficient. 
"An organization by congressional dis- 
tricts is necessary to get the amendment 
through congress," she said, "but for 
either a state referendum or ratification 
of a federal amendment by a state legis- 
lature, it is insufficient. 
There is too 
little local appeal. 
Such an organiza- 
tion engages only a few women active- 
ly; the great rank and Öle of suffrag'sts 
are not intimately concerned. 
To got 
a state legislature ready to ratify the 
national amendment it will be necessary 
to convert every possible state legislator, 
and that needs an organization in every 
assembly district which is strong enough 
to make itself felt. 
Moreover, if, even 
after the amendment 'has passed con: 
gress, other states should be won 
for 
suffrage, it would give immense. impetus 
to the ratification by other states." 
As Mrs. Harper Sees I t . ^ 
Mrs. Harper declared that the asso- 
ciation should concentrate on the Susan 
TB. Anthony federal amendment and the 
work in the individual state be discon- 
tinued.

UALUE OF 
TRAINING

T is extraordinary difficult to 
make women realize fully the 
absolute necessity for a thor- 
ough training if they intend 
to take up some special career as a 
permanent means of earning their liv- 
ing. Many have come to understand 
that there Is lltUe or no opening for 
the untrained worker, aûd, in conite- 
quence, are ready to take some kind of 
training before seeking a paid position. 
This is a great step in the right direc- 
tion, but there Is always the tendency 
to think that a very short and cur- 
sory training will be sufficient, and 
that greater efficiency can be picked 
up by degrees when actually holding 
a position.

If women wish to do men's work and 
to prove themselves equally compe- 
tent. they must seriously take this 
matter 
Into consideration. 
A boy 
chooses his future career at a com- 
paratively early age, and prepares for 
that career for a considerable time 
before he can hope to earn a good sal- 
ary. Take the numerous brancHcs of 
men's work—the plumbers, builders, 
cabinetmakers, etc. In each case they 
have served an apprenticeship for sev- 
eral years.

Chicago, Sept. 6.—Mrs. Iva Barne-i 
confessed today, the police say, that sho 
shot and killed her husband, James R.

The woman, who had been estranged 
from her husband, told the police he 
had attempted to strangle her and that 
she fired the shots to save her own life 
Three bullets entered his head. 


Until making the alleged confession. 
Mrs. Barnes had stoutly 
maintained 
that her husband had ended his own 
life. 
She previously had admitted pur- 
chasing the revolver, but asserted that 
she kept it in her apartment as a pro- 
tection against burglars. 


She Suggested a Walk. 


Barnes met his wife by appointment 
in her apartment last night to try to ad- 
just their diffirult-ies out of court. 
He 
had filed suit for divorce which was to 
have been heard today. 
Mrs. Bame.i 
suggested that they go for a walk. 


"My 
husband 
began 
cursing 
and 
choking 
me, and T shot 
him," 
Mrs. 
Barnes told the police. 
"I was afraid 
he would kill me." 


The slain man left his wife last July. 
Two days ago Mrs. Barnes went to the 
hotel at which her husband was stay- 
ing and attempted to force herself into 
his rooms. 
Barnes fled down a fire es- 
cape. 


Police Were Suspicious. 


Police were suspicions in the shooting 
case from the outset, but they were 
unable to determine whether it was a 
case of murder or suicide.

Barnes, was walking along a park path 
bordering East ."sixtieth street, between 
Langley and Champlain avenues. 
The 
park and street were deserted. 


Suddenly three shots rang out. South 
Park Policeman Robert McKinney, who 
was less than a block away, ran in the 
direction of the shots and found Barnes 
lying on the grass bleedings from threr' 
wounds in his head. 
A revolver lay at 
his feet. 
His wife was shrieking and 
hysterical. 


"He killed himself. 
He killed him- 
self." she cried. 


The policeman was unable to learn 
an^-thing more from her. 


At the undertaking rooms of J. 
Schneider, 6110 Cottage Grove avenue, 
where the body was taken, it was found 
that one bullet had penetrated Barns' 
head behind the right ear, a second had 
sntered through his right cheek, and 
had gone through the roof of his month, 
and the third had entered his rigrht tem- 
ple. 


Heavy 
powder marks were around 
gach wound. 


The three bnllet wounds perplexed the 
police, for any of these, they said, after 
a superficial examination, would have 
caused death and iirevontod Barnes from 
usinff the revolver a «erond time. 


Efforts on the part of the police to 
calm Mrs. Barne.'; were without avail. 
She was taken to the annex of the Hyde 
park station and plf.ced under the care 
of

Say Line of Attack Miay Be 
Chosen Within Next 
Ten Days. 


Chicago, Sept. 6.—The individual rail- 
roads of Chicago will not know for an- 
other ten days what course of action 
they will take in their efforts to shake 
off the eight-hour day law passed by 
congress last Saturday to avoid a strike. 


As outlined yesterday by G. Lathrop, 
general solicitor of the Santa Fe, the 
individual railroads now have their le- 
gal staffs working out the details sepa- 
rately. 
The plan is to compare conclu- 
sions later on and formulate a blanket 
test case for all the lines at one time. 
It is not likely that the lawyers will be 
ready for this conference in less than 
ten days. 


"We are npt hurrying, because the 
time for action will not come until the 
law goes into effect, about Jan. 1," Mr. 
Lathrop explained. 


"I have come to the conclusion thai 
there are two methods we can take. 
We can ask for an injunction restrain- 
ing the enforcement of the new law, or 
we can decline to oHey its provisions and 
te.it it out in a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing." 


The commission of three to be appoint- 
ed by President Wilson to investigate 
the results of the tight-hour day law 
and report back to congress in not more 
than nine months is looked upon by the 
railroads as their first opportunity to 
make a demonstration for an increase in 
rates. 
The congressional hearings on 
the entire railroad situation will givi 
them a second chance. 


Chicago shippers who were in Wash- 
ington last week have learned that the 
congressional committees have already 
outlined tentative plans for the gen- 
eral hearing and the general form of 
procedure. It is likely that the commit- 
tee M-ill first hear the railroad side of 
the case and later the shippers' side. It 
has not yet '¿een decided whether the

Washington or will be divided among 
centrally located cities in the country, 
where all the shippers could he reached.

Newest German Plans. 


Chicago, Sept. 6.—Two double Zep 
pelins, unarmed and each with carrying 
capacity of sixty tons, have Deen built 
in Grermany to carry mail between Ber- 
lin and the United States, according to 
statements 
here 
by 
Morris 
Epstein, 
agent of the Grermau-American Alliance, 
who retmmed from Europe yesterday. 
Epstein said the 
Zeppelins had 
been 
christened 
Amerika 
and 
Deutachlasd. 
He was permitted to view them he de- 
clared. 
Their engines are powerfully 
equipped and they can make the ^ r i a l 
voyage between Berlin and New York 
in seventy-two hours. 
They are so con- 
structed, said Epstein, that 
they 
can 
rise higher than any aeroplane and thus 
escape aviators. 
They also can descend 
to the water and travel 
there 
under 
their own power. 


Epstein said the postage charges f w 
this service had already been arranged 
and would be the regular iintemational 
postage plus one mark or twenty-five 
cents for each letter. 


According to Mr. Epstein, diplomatic 
circles in Berlin believe that Eric von 
Falkenhajm, the recently removed chief 
of the general staff, is slated to suc- 
ceed 
Von 
Bethmann-HoUweg 
as 
im- 
perial chancellor. 


Why Change Was Made. 


"Official Germany 
feels 
that 
Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg is too frank and open 
to meet the tricky policies of England," 
Mr. Epstein said. 
"For this reason Von 
Hindenburg, who is idolized by the army 
and the people, was made <iief of the 
general staff, and Von Falkenhayn is be- 
ing trained to succeed the present chan- 
cellor. 


"People in the United States appear 
to be surprised by the appointment of 
Von Hindenburg. 
I knew six weeks ago 
that he was going to be appointed. 


"Everybody has faith in the army, 
and the soldiers I talked with, although 
they are tired of the war and ready to 
welcome peace, are determined to fight 
until 
their enemies recognize defeat. 
Seventy 
million 
Germans are 
taxing 
their brains every day to help the fath- 
erland. 


Many Men Available. 


"As to military matters, nobody but 
the general staff knows how many sol- 
diers Germany has In the field. 
So 
far nobody under 19 has been sent to 
the front. All under 19 are being held 
In reserve in the cities; and I think 
It Is safe to say that there are as many 
men available for service as there are 
now In the field. 


"Germany, Incidentally, Is the only 
nation at war wlilch publishes every 
day a detailed statement of losses with 
the names of all the killed, wounded, 
and missing:. 
France has never pub- 
lished such a list, and England pub- 
lishes a similar list of officers only. In 
this connection, officers of the German 
greneral staff claim frankly that Eng- 
land's losses In the war are smaller, 
yes, much smaller, than the British 
war office maintains. 


"These 
exaggerated 
statemnts 
of 
losses, the Germans say. are given out 
by the British that their allies may 
think they are doing more than they 
actually are. 
Incidentally, the Can- 
adians are the best fighters In the Eng- 
lish army, but they are paying the 
price and I don't think more than 10 
per cent of them will ever return to 
their homes. 


Germany Sure to Win. 


"My own opinion is »that Germany 
will win the war no matter how many 
enemies join the allies. Several months 
ago I spoke to an officer of the general 
staff regarding the possibility that Ru- 
mania might Join the allies. 


" 'I wish she would/ 
he 
said em- 
phatically. 
7t would make It much 
easier for us to deal with Russia.' 


"While in Europe, I was asked by 
the 
German 
government 
to 
go to 
France to see how the German wound- 
ed were being treated. I made the trip, 
and found that. Just as In Germany, 
friend and foe were being cared for 
alike 
In 
the French hospitals. 
The 
joyousness has 
gone 
out of life in 
France, and there Is considerable bit- 
terness felt against England. 
While 
at one of the Inns, I heard a French- 
man say 'English, not the Germans, 
are boches!'"

Outbursts of Everett True, 
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THE TRUE ARMY WORM AND METHODS FOR CONTROLLING IT 


The ArticBe Is Designed to Convey to the Farmer, in a Brief and Simple Manner, the Natural History of the True Army Worm, a Caterpillar Which from Time to Time Becomes Enormously Destructive to Grow- 
ing Cereals^ and Sometimes to Forage Crops—^To Give Him a Summary of the Information Necessary for Its Control, and Especially to Urge Upon Him the Necessity for Constant Vigilance in Combatting This Insect. 


The true army worm la often con- 
fused In the public mind with the fall 
army 
worm, 
"overflow 
woiro," 
or 
"grass worm," as it Is known In some 
of the extreme Southern States. 
The 
latter Insect always orlgrlnates In the 
South and travels northward as the 
summer advances. 
The western army 
jcutworm also Is occasionally mistaken 
jfor the true army worm, but it occurs 
In 
destructive 
a b u n d a n c e 
only 
'throughout the regions west of 
the 
jMlselsslppl River. 
I The fully developed paremt of the 
?fc.rmy worm is a moth 
or 
"miller" 
measuring about 1 % Inches across the 
expanded 
wings. 
It 
is 
brownish- 
tnnay in color, having a single small 
White spot near the center of the 
front 
pair of wings, the hind wings being 
Somewhat 
darlcer 
along 
the 
hind 


such as the several varieties of millet, 
which sufCer severely during outbreaks 
of the insect. 
"Wheat In Its unripe 
stages, com, oats, and rye seem to be 
preferred in the order named. 
In 
some portions of the country alfalfa 
also suffers injury; apparently damage 
to this crop occurs only in the South- 
western 
States — Texas, 
Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Arizona. 
Occasion- 
ally clover is attacked, but such occur- 
rences are rare. 


The true army worm usually ap- 
pears in the fields very suddenly, and 
It seems quite certain that the moths 
at times fly in great numbers for many 
ml2es, in the direction of the prevail- 
ing winds, and alight In a body to de- 
posit their eggs at some place favor- 
able to the development of their off- 
spring. 
This fact accounts for the

Although these parents of the | sudden appearance of the grmy worm 
worm sometimes are very numerous, 
they fly only at night and are there- 
fore often entirely overlooked by the 
farmer. 
The stage of the Insect most 
familiar 
to 
him 
is the full-gro-wn, 
striped, 
nearly 
naked 
caterpillar, 
usually discovered in the act of de- 
vouring his crops and in most cases 
after having already 
destroyed 
the 
greater portion of the Infested crop. 


The true army worm is probably a 
native of North America, although it 
Is also found In South America. 
It 
occurs throughout most of the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains, 
Including 
the 
States 
bordering 
the 
western banks of the Mississippi and 
the Missouri Rivers. 
It also has been 
found in New Mexico, Arizona 
and 
California. 
It is not known from the 
Rocky Mountain Plateau region. 


The loss in money to the farmer by 
army worms in the past has been ex- 
ceedingly great, and although no ex- 
act estimate Is possible. It Is safe to 
Bay that in the Eastern States alone 
many millions of dollars' worth 
of 
grain and forage crops have disap- 
peared down their throats during the 
past 30 years. 


The army worm Injures crops in but 
one way, and that is by eating away 
all the tender portions of the leaves, 
the immature seed, and sprouts, and 
when numerous it may even devour 
the plants down to the very ground. 
The more Important and by far the 
most conspicuous Injury is always in- 
flicted by the nearly full-grown cater- 
pillar, whose greed and capacity for 
food are almost unbelievable. 
The 
pupa takes no food. 
The moth sub- 
sists principally upon the nectar gath- 
Bred from 
flowers. 


The army worm feed.s by preference 
ttpon grasses, both wild and cultlvat- 
next, upon the grasslike grains. 


In 
regions 
far 
removed 
from 
any 
known 
source 
of 
infestation. 
The 
moth, however, seems to be present in 
small numbers over most of the area 
in which It occurs, during a portion of 
every year, but this fact does not ac- 
count for the sudden great Invasions 
which occur from time to time. 


Generally speaking, outbreaks of the 
true army worm are more 
common 
following cold, backward springs and 
should be looked for first in neglected 
portion-3 of 
fields 
upon which 
rank 
growths of wild grasses or lodged and 
fallen unripe grain are to be found. 
These should be examined frequently 
and 
closely, 
especially 
during 
late 
spring and early summer up to the 
middle of July, In order to discover the 
small greenish caterpillars, which may 
be found in great numbers 
feeding 
near the surface of the ground under 
the 
sheltering, 
overhanging 
leaf 
blades. 


The army worm, like many other 
common insect pests, has four forms or 
stages, as follows: First, the parent 
moths or millers, which seek out rank- 
ly growing grass or grasslike grains, 
such as millet, upon which they lay 
their eggs. 
Prom these eggs hatch 
the 
little 
caterpillars 
or 
"worms," 


which feed and grow rapidly. 
When 
full grown they shed their skins and 
change to the brown pupa or resting 
stage, usually beneath the surface of 
the soil. 
From these pupae come the 
parent moths, which In turn mate and 
lay their eggs, thus providing for an- 
other brood of caterpillars. 
There are 
usually three generations of caterpil- 
lars in any one year, but seldom or 
never two successive outbreak« in any 
given locality. 


The eggs are laid by the 
parent 
moths at night, usually In the folded 
blades or under the leaf sheaths of 
grains and grasses. 
These resemble 
small white beads, each considerably 
smaller than the head of a common 
pin, and are deposited in masses or 
rows on the plants selected. 
Moist or 
shaded spots usually .«.re chosen for 
this purpose by the moths, many of 
which 
seem 
to congregate and 
lay 
their eggs in the same locality. 
These 
eggs hatch in from 8 to 10 days and 
from them come the very small green- 
ish caterpillars or "worms." 


When 
the 
caterpillars 
are 
first 
hatched they are verj- tiny and, al- 
though countless thousands of them 
may be present, they consume, at this 
time, comparatively little food. 
Feed- 
ing near the ground, sheltered from 
view 
by the 
overhanging 
grain 
or 
grasses, they almost Invariably escape 
the notice of the farmer. 
If the col- 
ony of worms can be discovered 
at 
this stage of their growth the infesta- 
tion usually can be stamped out com- 
pletely by prompt and vigorous meas- 
ures. such as spraying with arsenicals 
or covering with straw and 
burning 
over the infested spot. 


As the young worms grow and feed, 
their skins become too small for them, 
so presently they split and are shed, 
and 
the 
caterpillars 
begin 
feeding 
more greedily than ever. 
This occurs 
several times during the life of the 
caterpillar, until the worm 
becomes 
full grown. 
The time required for full 
growth is from 3 to i weeks. The full- 
grown army worm is a nearly naked, 
smooth, striped caterpillar, about Ihi 
inches long. Its general color is usual- 
ly greenish, and the stripes, one along 
each side and a broad one down the 
center of the back, are dark aJiid often 
nearly black. 
The stripe along the 
back usually has a fine, light-colored, 
broken stripe running down Its center. 
The color of the body between 
the 
dark stripes varies from greenish to 
reddish brown. 
The.Jhiead is greenish 
brown speckled with black. 


When an army of these worms Is at 
work In a field the champing of their 
Jaws 1« plainly to be heard, as they 
greedily devour every blade in sight. 
In this stage the army worm frequent- 
ly consumes all of the food supply 
near the place where it has developed 
from the egg. 
When such is the case 
the 
caterpillars 
mass 
together 
and 
crawl away in a body In search of 
other food. 
It is this habit which has 
gained for the Insect the popular name 
of "army worm." 
The massing to- 
gether of the worms affords the farm- 
er an opportunity of destroying them 
in 
great 
quantities 
by 
mechanical

methods. 
When the full-grown cater- 
pillars cease feeding they usually bur- 
row into the soil to the depth of a few 
Inches and by dint of twisting and 
turning form s^ cavity or cell therein. 
The worm then begins to shrink and 
shorten, after which the skin splits 
and is shed and the pupa appears be- 
i neath it. 
When the worms are very 
numerous many of them pupate on 
the surface of the ground, hidden un- 
der clods, boards, or bunches of dried 
grass and fallen grain. 


The pupa or resting stage of the 
true army worm resembles a date seed 
in size and shape, but Is more pointed 
at one end. 
In color it Is. at first a 
reddish or chestnut brown, becoming 
almost black as the time for emerg- 
ence of the moth approaches. 
Ita skin

or covering Is smooth and tough, and 
the pupa Is unable to move any por- 
tion of Its body excepting Its tall, 
which it wriggles vigorously upon be- 
ing disturbed. 
If the soli In which 
the pupae are resting be lightly culti- 
vated during this time and the pupae 
thrown to the surface, most of them 
will be 
killed 
by 
exposure 
to 
the 
weather, crushed by the 
cultivating 
Implements, or eaten during the day 
by birds or at night by skunks which 
roam the fields and 
consume great 
quantities of such food. 


'When the moth crawls forth from 
the pupal case It has not yet developed 
Its wings, which are crumpled 
and 
folded In pad-like masses on each side 
of Its back. 
It usually crawls up the 
stem of some plant and begins to ex- 
pand Its wings, waving them back a'nd 
forth slowly for about an hour, by 
which time they are completely devel- 
oped and the Insect la capable of fly- 


ing. 
However. If 
undisturbed, 
the 
moths will usually remain at rest for 
several hours before flying away to 
mate and lay their eggs. It takes from 
7 to 8 weeks for the Insect to develop 
from the egg to the adult or mot»i. 


After the moths have expanded their 
wings they do not grow any larger; 
the small moths are not the young of 
larger moths, but the male moth or 
parent of the army worm Is usually 
considerably smaller than the female. 


The army worm moth is strongly at- 
tracted to lights at night and fre- 
quently swarms of these moths are 
seen about lights out of doors shortly 
before an outbreak of the army worm. 
Farmers would therefore do well to 
leam to recognize the moth at sight, 
as in this way they could be warned 
of the probable subsequent Injurious 
abundance 
of 
the caterpillar. 
The 
moths may readily be known by their 
plain brownish-gray appearance and 
the presence of a single very small, al- 
most pure white speck or spot near 
the center of each of the front wings. 
The moths seldom or never lay their 
eggs near the spot where they have 
developed and frequently fly for many 
miles before doing so. 
Thus there are 
seldom two successive outbreaks dur- 
ing the year In any given locality. 
It 
Is not yet definitely known where or 
how the array worm lives over the 
winter, but the Indications are that it 
does so In the partially grown cater- 
pillar stage. 


Most fortunately for the farmer, 
the army worm has many natural en- 
emies among the native insects, rep- 
tiles. birds and mammals. 
One of the 
commonest and moat effective of its 
Insect foes is a medium-sized gray fly, 
closely resembling and slightly larger 
than the 
house 
fly. 
This 
parasite 
sticks Its eggs fast to the skin of the 
caterpillar and the quickly hatching 
maggots bore through the skin Into 
the fleah, where they soon devour the 
entire Inside portions of the army 
worm's body. 
These 
files 
multiply 
rapidly and often become so numerous 
as to control-the army worm com- 
pletely In a given locality. 


Another common Insect foe Is a very 
small waapllke creature which pierces 
the caterpillar with ita atlng or ovi- 
positor laying ita egga Inside the army 
worm'a body, where they quickly hatch 
and. the maggota having eaten their 
fill, bore their way outward and spin 
little silken cocoons In a mass to- 
gether. somewhat resembling grains 
of rice entangled In a maaa of cotton. 
Thia parasite ia also aometimes nu- 
merous enough to be of great aervlce 
In controlling the peat. 
Several other 
Insect enemies serve more or less effi- 
ciently In combating the army worm- 


According to the records of 
the 
Unl*ed States Biological Survey, more 
than 40 species of native wild birds are 
known to eat the army worm In its va- 
rious stages. 
Domestic fowls of all 
kinds will greedily devour the cater- 
pillars and pupae if allowed to roam 
over infested field«. Skunks and toads 
also undoubtedly eat thousands of the 
army worms, 
both caterpillars 
and 
pupae. 
These birds and other animals 
should therefore be encouraged and 
protected by the farmer by all possible 
means. 


The Importance of watchfulness, on 
the part of the farmer, as a factor In 
combating the army worm cannot be 
too greatly emphasized. Upon the dis- 
covery of the pest in Its younger stages 
depends \ery largely the possibility of 
stamping out an Infestation before se- 
rioua Injury to crops has occurred. The 
farmer should examine his meadowa 


frequently during the spring and early 
summer 
months, 
particularly 
thoa« 
planted to timothy, bluegrass, and es- 
pecially millet. 
He should not be sat- 
isfied with looking merely at the sur- 
face of the stand: the thicker and 
longer the growth, the greater 
the 
danger from the army worm. 
The 
grass or grain should be parted with 
the hands In various parts of the field 
and the lower portions of the growth 
closely examined. In order to discover 
the presence of the small, 
greenish 
caterpillars, and if such be found in 
any number the area covered by the 
Infestation should be determined and 
vigorous action taken at once to de- 
stroy the worms before they become 
large enough to begin their Journey to 
other portions of the farm. 
If the in- 
fested spot be small, the grass or grain 
can be mowed off and straw scattered 
over the spot and burned, thus de- 
stroying the worms. 
If the caterpil- 
lars have become distributed over a 
considerable area, this can be marked 
off by stakes and the crop sprayed 
heavily with a mixture of Paris green 
at the rate of 1 pound to 50 gallons of 


water. 
In case this poison Is used, 
care should be exercised In preventing 
stock from gaining access to the poi- 
soned grass or grain and being Injured 
or killed by eating it. 
It Is f a r bettel 
to sacrifice a portion of the crop. If th« 
destruction of the pest can be accom- 
plished thereby, because if the army 
worms are not destroyed they will take 
the crop anyway and probably devas- 
tate other portions of the farm. 


In case the worms are crawling l» 
a body, surround them with a furrow 
or ditch and crush them with a log 
drag as they fall Into It. 


Poison them by spraying crops not 
intended for forage purposes with 1 
pound of Paris green to 50 gallons of 
water, or with tvo pounds of arsenate 
of lead to 50 gallons of water. 
In case 
the 
Paris green 
is used 
on 
tender 
plants. like corn. 2 pounds of freshly 
slaked lime should be added to 50 gal- 
lons of the mixture. 
This is to prevent 
burning 
the 
tender 
plants. 
Where 
spraying Is not practicable, the use of 
some poisoned bran bait, is strongly 
recommended.

HARVESTING NATAL GRASS HAY PROPERLY 


By S. M. TRACY, 


The mowing of Natal grass should 
begin as soon as a considerable part 
of the seed begins to ripen. 
If the 
weather should be unfavorable at that 
time it can stand several days witli- 
out great injury, as it Is making a 
continuous 
growth 
of 
new 
shoots. 
When the cutting is delayed too long 
the quality of the hay is Injured by 
the shattering of the seeds and by the 
drying up and breaking off of 
the 
older stems. 
The greatest loss from 
delaying the cuttings too long Is the 
consequent postponement of the sub- 
sequent cuttings. 
To secure the great- 
est yield during the year and to make 
hay of the highest quality, all of the 
earlier cuttings should be made 
as 
•oon as the gra^s is In proper condi- 
tion, though the last cutting may be 
delayed until a few days before frost 
Is expected, as the grass is growing 
rapidly at that time and the late cut- 
ting Insures a good supply of seed on 
the ground for the following spring. 


The grass dries so quickly thai It 
should be allowed to lie on the ground 
only a short time. 
Unnecessarily long 
exposure bleaches the hay and makes 
It less palatable, less nutritious, and 
less salable. 
The best hay Is that 
which is cured In the shorteet time 
and with the least exposure to the 
weather. 
Exposure to rain bleaches 
and injures the hay seriously, 
and 
.^•n exposure to heavy dews deadens 
the color and makes the hay less at- 
tractive 
In 
appearance. 
One 
can 
usually 
be 
reasonably 
eure 
of 
the 
weather several hours In advance arid 
choose a time for cutting when the 
bay can at least be cured sufficiently 
to put It In the cock before it is wet 
by rain or dew. 


When the weather is favorable for 
curing. It Is best to mow In the morn-

Ing, from the time the dew la off until 
noon, and then windrow and cock In 
the afternoon. The hay should remain 
In 
the cock 
until 
thoroughly 
field 
cured. The time required for this field 
curing will depend on the condition 
of the weather. 
If very favorable it 
may be safe to haul It to the barn 
after it has been In the cocks 38 to 48 
hours, but a longer time ia often nec- 
essary. 


Field curing may be regarded as 
completed when the sterna are ao dry 


that they will break when a small 
wisp of hay is twisted tightly, when It 
does not feel cool if pressed to the 
cheek, and when stirring it alightly 
produces a dry rustle. 


When 
conditions are 
unfavorable 
for drying, as In rainy, cool or cloudy 
weather, the field curing requlrea a 
much longer time and Is often unsat- 
isfactory. 


With all the Judgment which the 
grower may use, some hay will occa- 
sionally be caught by rain, and It then 
requires apedal care to cure It thor- 
oughly. 
If It rains on the hay aoon 
after it is cut little harm will be done, 
but the injury will be greater if the. 
rain comes after It is i>artlally dry. 
If 
the dry or even partly dry hay be wet 
with rain. It should not be touched un- 
til the surface has become thoroughxy 
dry. 
If It ia atlll In the swath It wiU 
need no attention unless the crop Is 
very heavy, when It should be tedded 
or turned with a fork. If in the wind- 
row or cock it should be opened and 
spread aa aoon as the outside has be- 
come well dried. 


Much field Injury from rain may be 
prevented by the use of hay caps for 
covering the cooks. 
Theae capa are 
made in various styles, but the one 
most generally liked is a piece of 
heavy cotton cloth 4 to 8 feet square, 
with a pin of heavy wire a foot in 
length fastened to each comer. 
When 
the cap la put in place and the pina 
are pushed into the cock to prevent it 
from being blown off, the hay will 
stand a heavy rain with very little In- 
Jury. 
The hay ahould not be put Into 
the barn or the stack until it 
«o dry 
that there will be no danger from 
heating and molding, and whsn tha 
weather la not very warm and dry It 
la not safe to bale it until at least a 


week after it Is cut. 
In case It must 
be taken to the bam while still slight- 
ly damp, a dressing of aalt, about five 
pounds per ton, or a light aprinkllng 
of freshly slaked lime will aid In its 
preservation. 


The field curing should be as thor- 
ough aa the weather will permit, after 
which the hay ahould be hauled to the 
bam and the final curing completed 
there. 


At present a large part of the Natal 
grass hay is put in atacks when hauled 
from the 
field. 
In many caaea thia 
cannot be avoided, but It ia much aafer 
to store it in a barn or under a ahed. 
When stacked, there la always consid- 
erable loss from leaching and bleach- 
ing on the outside of the stack, a losa 
which may be almost wholly prevent- 
ed when the hay la protected from the 
weather. 
The sweating and final cur- 
ing are much more even when com- 
pleted in a mow, and so a better qual- 
ity of hay l4 secured than la poaaible 
from an expoaed atack. 


The hay ahc^uld remain In the mow 
until It goea through a aweat, as this 
develops a aweeter aroma In the hay 
and makea It safe from heating and 
molding In the bale. 
The degree of 
heat developed In t h ^ aweating will 
depend very largely on the amount qf 
moisture in the hay. 
If the hay Is put 
in the mow before It Is well air cured, 
the heat may be ezceaalve and the hay 
diacolorod. 
If It la only moder»t®ly 
browned Ita actual value la Injured 
very lltUe, though the hay ia leas read- 
ily salable. 


While It may appear dry and well 
cured there la almost sure to be molat- 
ure left In aome of the atema, espe- 
cially in the Joints. 
This moisture is 
often aufflcient to cauae heating in the 
bale, and when the hay reaches tha 
market It will be found so dama«»d as 
to be claased as of very low grade.

It la efficient aa a soil renovator, by 
reason of the large amount of nitro- 
gen it is able to take from the air as 
well as the humus added to the soil 
when It is turned under or from the 
decay of roots when the crop la har- 
veated. 


Sweet clover will grow on aoUa too 
low In humus content for the favor- 
able growth of moat other legumea. 


Its large roots, which develop the 
first year, facilitate drainage and do 
much to break up and improve the 
tilth of the aolla which lie below the 
reach of the plow, aa these roots rap- 
Idly decay When the plant dies, and 
their effect la therefore almost Imme- 
diate. 


Bweet clover occurs as a weed usual- 
ly along roadaldea. In vacant lots, in 
fence corners, along Irrigation ditches, 
and in other placea not utilized or cul- 
tivated. 


It ia not troublesome in cultivated 
fields or meadows as ordinarily treat- 
ed, because it cannot persevere more 
than two years from one seeding. 


The presence of some hard seed 
which does not usually germinate the 
first aeaaon may enable it to conHnue 
In a meadow for a number of y e a n 
longer. 


Sweet clover can usually be killed 
by mowing when in full or late bloom. 


It la iegarded as a pest In Irrigated 
fields of the west, where the irrigating 
water carries in the seed from acat- 
tered "pla^ta tirhich quite commonly 
grow along the ditch banks. 


In Irrigated sections where alfalfa 
succeeds 
well,/ the 
introduction 
of 
sweet 
clover Is not to be 
recom- 
mended.

otherwise bare soils, even as a weed, 
is not neceasarily to be condemned, as 
It la buUdfng up the soil In both humus 
and nitrogen content and is thus pre- 
paring it for subsequent 
profitable 
cropa. 


The great numbers of failures In ob- 
taining a stand of sweet clover are due 
In part to the high percentage of hard 
seed and in part to seeding on too 
loose a seed bed. especially when com- 
bined with a lack of Inoculation. 


Spring seedlngs in general are sat- 
isfactory, but In the South excellent 
stands are also obtained from late 
winter seedlngs. 
The latter method 


may prove generally applicable wher- 
ever there Is abundant rainfall. 


Analyses and feeding experimeofll 
Indicate that it is nearly equal to al- 
falfa in feeding value. 


The feeding value, palatabflity and 
presumably the digestibility decrease 
rapidly after the blooming period. 


According to C. B. Hutchinson, of 
Missouri College of Agriculture, 
the 
chief value of sweet clover for Mis- 
souri conditions is as a green manur- 
ing crop. 
Being a legume, it has the 
power of gathering nitrogen out of the 
air and storing it in the soil by means 
of the bacteria which live upon Ita 
roots. 
Since It makes such a heavy 
growth and does well on thin lands, it 
makes a good crop to turn imder to 
improve the soil. 


The value of sweet clover as a pas- 
ture or hay crop is much 
disputed. 
Some farmers regard it as practically 
worthless and 
consider 
it a 
weed, 
while others apparently have had good 
success with feeding it. Its foliage has 
a bitter taste due to the cumarin it 
contains and its stems have a tenden- 
cy to become woody as they mature. 
If not allowed to become too rank be- 
fore pasturing, or if cut for hay before 
the first bloom buds appear, these two 
objectionable features may be avoided 
to a considerable extent and very good 
feed obtained. 
It has been found, too, 
that stock will leam to eat It. and aft- 
er being fed or pastured on It do not 
object to the bitter taste as at 
first. 
Since It Is a biennial, sweet clover may 
take the place of rod clovor is tt^a rc- 
tktlon on those land« where tne iaet«r 
does not thrive well, but on Ki« beet 
lands it cannot compete with either 
red clover or alfalfa for hay.

DECATUR NEWS. 


Repair of Trappings Gone 
> With the Passing of the 
'^Driver.'* 


Two harness shops suspended opera- 
/tion in Fort Wayne this week because 
(«ntomobiles 
literally put them out of 
-business. In both cases the shrewd pro- 
prietors of the shops where harness was 
formerly sc'd and repaired have invested 
their capital in electric figures used for 
shoe repairing and will sell shoes as a 
side line. 


At one time there were thirty harness 
shops in Fort Wayne. 
Now there are 
twelve and one big shop could handle all 
the harness repair business of the city, 
it is said. 
The active trade in repair 
work on harness has dwindled away. 


Aatomobiles are to blame because they 
: are now the pleasure vehicles of farmers, 
and more especially the fanner lads, as 
well as the city folk, who used to take 
, pride in their surries and a good driving 
horse. 
The day of the family driving 
•horse is gone. The time when great care 
was taken in the shining trappings and 
well-kept 
harness of the high stepper 
who pranced before the polished rig has 
passed according to a well known har- 
ness dealer of the city. 


The up-to-date display of comfort and 
show of style is in the automobile. Small 
autos are as cheap as a good driving out- 
fit. Most of the repair work and knick- 
knacks for harness were for the family 
driving horse or the farm lad's buggy 
:2nare. 


Greneral use of harness now on the 
farm is for the work teams and in the 
city for the trucking horses. 
Fanners 
dress the animals which pull the plow 
much as they dress themselves when at 
work. It makes little diaerence how the 
farmer looks when he is oiit on his roll- 
ing acres and he does not care for the 
appearance of the leather 
on the big 
horses. He patches up the harness with 
nails and strings till it drops to pieces. 
In the city the trucking companies keep 
their own harness repair men. In both 
cases there is little business for harness 
shops. 


Most of the harness dealers in Fort 
Wayne have also installed a line of au- 
tomobile accessories. 
Ther 
have more 
calls for the auto fixtures than they do 
for harness. 
Young men who used to be 
regular customers look up harness stores 
to get automobile goods. The high toned 
farmer's son who used to buy white and 
red display rings for driving harness and 
who insisted on a brass back band and 
a, red bow on the whale bone whip is 
gone with the rail fences and lightning 
rod agents. He has been lured away by 
the f. o. b. Detroit.

THE ADAMSON MEASURE 


Eight-Hour Rail Act is De- 


nounced by Nominee at 


Lexington. 


Lexinprton, Ky., Sept. 6.-~Charles E. 
Hughes yesterday made it more evident 
tfian ever before that it is his intention 
to make the passage of the Adamson 
bill, granting an eight-hour day to tho 
railroad employes, one of the big issues 
of the campaign. 
He handled the topic 
without gloves in his address here be- 
fore 3,000 persons, more than half of 
whom were democrats, and he was cor- 
dially 
applauded. 


]\Ir. Hughes charged 
that 
President 
Wilson and congress, by bending the 
knee to the demands of organized labor 
and forfeiting the theory of arbitration, 
liad 
endangered the "stability of the 
priceless institutions of this land, whicli 
distinguish us as a free country." 


By submission to the rule of force, a.s 
opposed to the rule of reason, in the re- 
cent emergency, he asserted the admin- 
istration had "gone far toward that day 
when -we shall have action under pres- 
sure, instead of a consideration of the 
facts." 


Shows Fighting Spirit. 


Mr. Hughes in his address showed the 
same fighting spirit which he displayed 
Monday 
night in 
Nashville. 
He at- 
tacked the president's address of accept- 
ance, saying it gave forth the impre«;- 
sion the democrats believed the world 
began on March 4,. 1913, when President 
Wilson went into office. 


He next cited some of the progressive 
legislation which he a8.serted had been

administrations

his actions in treating with Mexico.

Lincoln.

THE TRUE ARMY WORM AND METHODS FOR CONTROLLING IT

The true army worm Is often con-, such as the several varieties of millet

The 
latter Insect always originates In the 
South and travels nprthward as the 
•ummer advances. T*ie western army 
cutworm aloo Is occasionally mistaken 
for the true army worm, but It occur* 
In destructive a b u n d a n c e only 
throughout the region* west of the 
Mississippi River.

•my worm Is a moth or "miller" 
measuring about Hi inches across the 
expanded wings.

White »pot noer the center of the front 
pair of wings, the hind wings being 
V>mewhat darker along the hind 


stages, corn, oats, and rye seem to be 
preferreiJ in the order named. 
In 


some portions of the country alfalfa 
also suffers Injury: apparently damage 
to this crop occurs only in the South- 
western States — Texas. Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Arizona. Occasion- 
ally clover Is attacked, but such occur- 
rences are rare. 


The true army worm usually ap- 


pears in the fields very suddenly, and 
it seems quite certain that the moths 
at times fly In great numbers for many 
miles. In the direction of the prevail- 
ing winds, and alight in a body to de- 
posit their eggs at some place favor- 
able to the development of their off- 
spring. 
This fact accounts for th« 


which feed and grow rapidly. 
When 


full grown they shed their skins and 
change to the brown pupa or resting | 
stage, usually beneath the surface of 
the soil. From these pupae come the 
parent moths, which In turn mate and 
' 


lay their eggs, thus providing for an- 
other brood of caterpillars. There are 
usually three generations of caterpil- 
lars In any one year, but seldom or 
never twq successive outbreaks In any 
given locality. 


The eggs are laid by the parent 


moths at night, usually In the folded 
blades or under the leaf sheaths of 
grains and grasses. 
These resemble 


small white beads, each considerably 
smaller than the head of a common 
pin, and are deposited In masses or 
rows on the plants selected. Moist or 
shaded spots usually arc chosen for 
this purpose by the moths, many of 
which seem to congregate and lay 
their eggs In the same locality. These 
eggs hatch in from 8 to 10 days and 
from them come the very small green- 
ish caterpillars or "worms." 


When the caterpillars are first 


hatched they arc very Uny and, al- 
though countless thousands of them 
may be present, thoy consume, at this 
time, comparatively little food. Feed- 
Ing near the ground, sheltered from 
view by the overhanging grain or 
grosses, they almost Invariably escape 
the notice of the farmer. 
If the col- 


ony of worms can b« discovered at 
this stage of their growth the Infesta- 
tion usually can be stamped out com- 
pletely by prompt and vigorous meaa-

the small moths are not the young of 
larger moths, but the male moth or 
parent of the army worm is usually 
considerably smaller than the femais. 


The army worm moth is strongly at- 


tracted to lights at night and fre- 
quently swarms of these moths are 
sen about lights out of doors shortly 
efore an outbreak of the army worm. 
Farmers would therefore do well to 
earn to recognize the moth at sight, 
as in this way they could be warned 
of the probable subsequent injurious 
abundance of the caterpillar. 
The 


moth* may readily be known by their 
plain brownish-gray appearance and 
he presence of a single very small, al- 
most pure white speck or spot near 
the center of each of the front wings. 
The moth* »eldom or never lay their 
eggs near the spot where they have 
developed and frequently fly lor many 
miles before doing so. Thus there are 


frequently during the spring and early 
summer months, particularly those 
planted to timothy, bluegrass, and es- 
pecially millet. He should not be sat- 
isfied with looking merely at the sur- 
face of the stand; the thicker and 
longer the growth, the greater the 
danger from the army worm.

should be looked for first In neglected 
portions of fields upon which rank 
growths of wild grasses or lodged and 
fallen unripe grain are to be found.

In order to discover 
the presence of the small, greenish 
caterpillars, and If such be found In 
any number the area covered by the 
Infestation should be determined and 
vigorous action taken at once to de- 
stroy the worms before they become 
large enough to begin their Journey to 
other portions of the farm. If the In- 
fested spot be small, tfte grass or grain 
can be mowed oft and straw scattered 
over the spot and burned, thus de- 
stroying the worms. If the caterpil- 
lars have become distributed over a 
considerable area, this can be marked 
off by stakes and the crop sprayed 
heavily with a mixture of Paris green 
at the rate of 1 pound to 50 gallons of

a body, surround them with a furrow 
or ditch and crush them with a log 
drag as they fall into It. 


Poison them by spraying crops not 


intended for forage purposes with 1 
pound of Paris green to 50 gallons of 
water, or with tvo pounds of arsenate 
of lead to 50 gallons of water. In case 
the Paris prreen Is used on tender 
plants, like corn, 2 pounds of freshly 
slaked lime should be added to BO gal- 
lons of the mixture. This Is to prevent 
burning the tender plants.

some poisoned bran bait, is strongly 
recommended.

The true army worm Is probably a 


native of North America, although it 
Is also found in South America. . It 
occurs throughout most of the United

•western banks of the Mississippi and 
the Missouri Rivers. It al»o has been 
lound in Now Mexico, Arizona and 
California. It Is not known from the 
Rocky Mountain Plateau region. 


The loss In money to the farmer by 


army worms In the past has been ex- 
ceedingly great, and although no ex- 
act estimate Is possible. It U safe to 
«ay that in the- Eastern States alone 
many, million* of dollars' worth of 
grain and forage crops have disap- 
peared down their throats during the 
past 30 yean. 


The army worm Injures crops In but 


one way, and that Is by eating away 
all the tender portions of the leaves, 
the Immature seed, and sprouts, and 
when numerous It may even devour 
the plants down to the very ground. 
The more important and by far the 
most conspicuous Injury Is always In- 
dicted by the nearly full-grown cater- 
pillar, whose greed and capacity for 
food are almost unbelievable. 
The 


pupa takes no food. Tho moth sub- 
Kists principally upon the nectar gath- 
ered from flowers. 


The army worm feeds by preference 


upon grasses, both wild and cultivat- 
ed: next, upon the grasslike grains, 


and closely, especially during late 
spring and early summer up to the 
middle of July, In order to discover the 
small greenish caterpillars, which may 
be found in great numbers feeding 
near the surface of the ground under 


overhanging

BO presently they split and are shed, 
and the caterpillars begin feeding 
more greedily than ever. This occurs 
several times during the life of the 
caterpillar, until the worm becomes 
full grown.

These files multlplj 


rapidly and often become so numerous 
as to control the army worm com- 
pletely in a given locality. 


Another common insect foe is a very 


small wasplike creature which pierces 
the caterpillar with Its sting or ovi- 
positor laying its eggs Inside the army 
worm's body, where they quickly hatch 
and, the maggota having eaten tholr 
fill, bore their way outward and spin 
little silken cocoons in a mass to- 
gether, somewhat resembling grains 
of rloe entangled in a ma*» of cotton.

The greatest loss from 
delaying the cuttings too long Is ths 
consequent postponement of the sub- 
sequent cuttings. To secure the great- 
est yield during tho year and to make 
hay of the highest quality, all of the 
earlier cuttings should bo made as 
toon as the jrass is In proper condi- 
tion, though the last cutting may he 
delayed until a few days before frost 
Is expected, as the grass is growing 
rapidly at that time and the late cut- 
ting Insures a good supply of seed on 
the ground for the following spring. 


The grass dries so quickly that it 


should be allowed to lie on the ground 
only a short time. Unnecessarily long 
exposure bleaches the hay and makes 
It less palatable, less nutritious, am 
lc*« salable. 
The best hay Is tha 


which is cured In the shortest time 
and with the least exposure to the 
weather. Exposure1 to rain bleache 
and Injures the ha-y seriously, and 
Von exposure to heavy dews deaden 
the color and makes the hay less at 
tractive In appearance.

business. In both cases the shrewd pro- 
prietor* of the shops where harness -was 
formerly sold and repaired have invested 
their capital in electric figures used for 
shoe repairing and will sell shoes as n 
side line. 


At one time there were thirty harness 


•hops in Fort Wayne. Now there are 
twelve and one big shop could handle all 
the harness repair business of the city, 
it is said. The active trade in repair 
work on harness has dwindled away. 


Automobiles are to blamo because they 


we now the pleasure vehicles of fanners, 
and more especially the farmer lads, as 
well as the city folk, who used to take 
pride in their surries and a good driving 
horse. The day of the family driving 
'horse is gone. The time when great care 
was taken in the shining trappings and 
,well kept harness of the high stepper 
who pranced before the polished rig has 
pused, according to n well known har- 
neu dealer of the city. 


The up-to-date display of comfort and 


•how of style is in the automobile. Small 
autos are as cheap as a good driving out- 
fit. Most of the repair work and knick- 
ikuacks for harness were for the family 
(driving horse or the farm lad's buggy 
imare. 


General use of harness now on the 


ifarm is for the work teams and in the 
Wty for the trucking horses. Farmers 
dress the animals which pull the plow 
much as they dress themselves when at 
. work. It makes little diUerence how the 
jfarmer looks when he is out on his roll- 
'ing acres and he dons not care for the 
'appearance of the leather on the 
big 


horses. He patches up the harness with 
'nails and strings till it drops to pieces. 
In the city the trucking companies knep 
their own harness repair men. In both 
cases there is little business for harness 
iho 


doit of the harness' dealers in Fort 


Wajrne have also installed a line of au- 
tomobile accessories. They have more 
wlls for the auto fixtures than they do 
for harness. Young men who used to be 
regular customers look up harness stores 
to get automobile goods. The high toned 
farmer's son who used to buy -white and 
red display rings for driving harness and 
who insisted on a brass back band and 
a red bow on the whale bone whip is 
gone with the rail fences and lightning 
rod agents. He has been lured away by 
the f. o. b.
